From the church 
to the Goelet residence, a dt lienee of 
Ave blocks, the avenue was a surging 
mob. num bering fully 10,000 persons 
mostly women, whom a force of 300 
policemen was powerless to hold in 
check.

service began several 
hundred 
women 
gained 
entrance to 
the church and seated themselves in 
I he galleries, from which they were 
forcibly dislodged by a squad of police 
a few m inutes before the arrival of 
the bride. 
W hen the carriage contain­ 
ing the bride-to-be anti her brother.

T he actu al stren gth of 
the arm y on Oct. 15. 1903, w as 3681 offi­ 
cers and 55,500 enlisted 
men. 
There 
w ere lost to the arm y during the year 
ended June 30, 1903. 29,279 m en, as fol- 
low«£ *One hundred and th irty-eigh t 
officers, of whom tw en ty-five were k ill­ 
ed in action or died of w ounds or d is­ 
ease. The rem ainder represent m en d is­ 
ch arged for expiration of term Of ser­ 
v ice, for d isab ility, by sen ten ce of court­ 
m artial, d esertion s or retirem ent. 
A ttention is directed to the work of 
the m ilitary a tta ch es abroad, w hich, the 
, report states, h as been very satisfac tory 
and proves the w isdom of selectin g offi­ 
cers peculiarly adapted to this delicate 
aem i-dlplom atic work, w hich secu res to 
the arm y th e m ost recent au th en tic and 
valuable Inform ation at m inim um cost. 
Over o n e-h alf of th e report is devoted 
to the m ilitia, and it g ives a detailed 
accou n t of the w orkings o f the act to 
prom ote efficiency of m ilitia passed at 
the last session o f congress. In spections 
o f the several m ilitia organizations, the 
report says, w ere begun on April 25, 
1903, and w ere com pleted about July I. 
T he total num ber of organized m ilitia, 
in cluding officers of every rank and 
grad e is ascertained to be 116,542. 
T he ad ju tan t general com m ents Hit 
length on opposition developed in som e 
q u arters to m ilitia law, w hich, he says, 
is less on the w hole than anticipated.
